MORAL CULTURE.. | 


Divine service has been, and i is still, regularly kept up. 
Each Sabbath a minister, from one of the religious denom- 
inations of the city, officiates, to whom the prisoners al 
listen with ‘marked attention; so much so that many 
who ‘officiate express themselves much pleased at the 


^ order and attention paid to their discourses. 


That much good - thas been accomplished cannot be 
doubted. Many who have gone out from the confines of 
the prison are living upright, exemplary lives, holding on 
to the faith they professed in the prison chapel; others 
have returned to their sinful ways, showing by,their con- 
duct that they were self-deceived, or imposing upon, othesr 
for the attainment of a'selfish end. All this may be rea- * 
sonably expected, and is but a type of the outer, larger 
world. Fallen human nature is the same in every clime, 


| 
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and the terrible influence and power of-sin in debasing 
the heart, blunting the moral faculties, and: defacing, the 
image of God, in which man was created, are the same 
among all nations, ` Although we have many things to 
discourage us, yet we have much to cheer our hearts and 
encourage us to press on in the great work of endeavoring 
to retorm the poor unfortunate outcast who is thrown into 
our doors, that when he leaves the prison, and goes forth 
into society: once more, he may lead the life that brings 
men to“ Christ, the lamb of God, which taketh away the» 
sins of the world.” 


The Sunday school, which has been in existence for 
four years, is still kept up with much. interest; and, 
‘although the prisoners are not compelled to attend, still 
nearly all do so. "This school, and the bible class, were 
organized by Doctor Fisk and Professor Crawford, of 
Salem, who still have charge of the class. Too much 


praise cannot be awarded these gentlemen for the interest 


manifested iu behalf of these unfortunate people. Those 
attending the school look forward with great interest to. 
tho Sabbath day, that they may meet those worthy teach- 
ers wlio'are so much interested in their welfare.

— LIBRARY. 


In my last report to” your Excellency, recommendation 
was made that the Legislature pass a law requiring of 


every visitor to the Prison an admission fee of twenty-five - 
cents, to be used in purchasing books for the convicts’ . 


_ library. Nearly all the Atlantic States have such a law, 
or regulation, ivforce. It might be proper, in your Excel- 


lency's message to that body, to suggest the enactment uf 


such a provision. 

One of the great instrumentalities for promoting the 
reformation of convicts is a judiciously selected library. 
By affording them facilities for reading their thoughts are 
not only directed from the gloomy reflections natura] to 
their condition, but they are led into channels which will

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inevitably tend to elevate.and inspire them ‘to look to 
_the future, with higher hopes and, more enlightened 
_views of the world, and a. greater respect for the com- 


munity : at large when released from their confinement. 


We have now about’ one thousand volumes of books: 


which have éost the State nothing. 


Three hundred. and nirety-eight days souk have been 
done for the Orphans’ Home... The labor was performed 
mostly on Saturday forenoons, while we were cutting . 
wood. This work lay at' a distance, of four miles from the 


prison, and ıt was not profitable to transport the prisoners 
. there for the half day's work: of Saturday, before noon, 


and the law allows no work done in the afternooh of Sat- : 
~trday, it being set apart for shaving, bathing, ete. `. ` 


For this work the Directors of the Home, - ‘Mis. G. 
W. Gray, Mrs. J. L. Starkey, Mrs. J. Holman,. Mrs. J. 
E. Strong and Mrs. J. H. Moores, have donated to the 
library three hundred volumes of books, which has more 

. than repaid the State for the work done for them. - 


I believe Oregon is the only, State in the Unos that 
"has not denated monéy for the benefit of a prison library, - 
iand I would ask your Excellency to recommend to the 
coming Legislature the propriety of appropriating a small 
amount for that purpose. . ug.

Publte speakers, and newspapers, throughout the State, 
have charged me with having illegally turned over to the 
Capitol and Penitentiary Building Commissioners certain 
amounts ‘of money, brick and material, the proceeds of 
conviet labor; they assert these earnings of prison labor 
should have been deliveréd to the State Treasurer, In 
reply to this charge I beg leave to refer the parties, put- 
ting these charges in circulation, to the act of the last 
Legislative Assembly creating the Board of Capitol Com- 
missioners, and defining their powers. ` | 


That body, for reasons best known to itself, saw fit to 
take everything possible out of the hands of the Super- 
intendent of the Penitentiary. An amendment, making 
the Superintendent a member of the commission, which, 
if adopted, would have saved the State five dóllars Der 
day, and enabled the Superintendent, in a measure, to. 
retain eontrol of the materials secured from the prison, 
was voted down. | ' ) 


The bill passed directs the Superintendent, in unmis- 
takeable terms, to turn over, on requisition, the brick and 
other material manufactured at the Penitentiary to the 
Commissioners, making it impossible for him to control 
the sales of such materials, or the proceeds from such sales; . 
in other words, the act gave the commission a complete. 
bill of sale of all that belonged to the ‘prison. For proof ` 
of my actions being in accordance with the law, reference.

This i is altogether wrong. If the prison labor is to be. 
used in the construction of the, publie buildings the officer

The present Superintendent served for four years as a 
Commissioner ot the Penitentiary. During this time the 
new prison has been built, and T can look back with pride 
to the economy and. honesty of that Board, and assert, 
without fear of contradiction, that no such work was ever 
_completed with the same amount of money; and, in this 
matter, the Superintendent never drew for his services a 
dollar over and above his salary as ee though 
acting in both capacities. 


- If-this law is to remain I would call the ERU of 
, your Excellency to the same, and ask you to refer to it in 
‘your message to the General Assembly. 


While I have had no reason to complain of the actions , 
of the present Board of Capitol Commissioners, but, on the 
other hand, have to aeknowledge their uniform courtesy | 
to myself and all officers of the prison, they are like 
all'other persons who are not used to the management 
of convict labor.

I have been compelled to ‘keep a larger number’ of 
‘guards, on account of a division of the force and bringing 
the convicts into the streets of the city to work on the 
Capitol building. It would be a great pleasure, I have - 
often thought, to have char, ge of this institution when no - 
one but your Excellency dictated its management. For ` 


the past four years your Superintendent has had anything 
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but a pleasant situation, and I do think if the General 
Assembly knew theamount of labor performed:they would 
without hesitation increase the salary of the Superintendent. 


In the report of Major M. P. Bérry, late Superintendent, 
to Governor Woods, he remarks on this subject as follows: 


“The poorest paid officer connected with the prison, for 
the amount of service required, is your Superintendent. 
The claims for an advance of salary it is to be hoped will 
not only be considered, but that the Legislature will see

- expended in permanent improvements — which, adding to 
the- value of the State property, cannot be termed an 
expense—material for brick and supplies on haud should, 
be deducted; by doing so we find the actual expenditures 
to be $69,822 26. d 


Under the head of exhibit“ B” will be found the totals of 
prison earnings, amounting inthe aggregate to $76,026 77. 
This shows the earnings:to be-larger than the pr oper 
expenses by $6,204 51—proving, as I asserted in my 
former, report, that under proper management the prison 
is more than self-sustaining, if the receipts for labor and 
manufactures could’ in-any way be returned to it at a fair 
valuation, instead of being turned over to public buildings 
and making extended improvements at home. l

$75,000, I deemed that sufficient, and that it has not been 
is owing to a greater increase in thé number of prisoners - 
than was anticipated, and an ‘extraordinary outlay for 
water power and neceésary outfit for the new prison.

At the session of the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Oregon, held in 1851, Hugh D. O'Bryant, D. H. , 
Lownsdale and Lucius B. Hastings were appointed a `

Pénitentiary.' To what extent these Commissioners per-” 
- formed the task allotted: to them does not appear. We 
find, however, that at the following session of the Assem- 
bly, held in the winter of 1852-3, Messrs. Wm. M. King, 
Shubriek Norris. and Saniuel Parker were constituted. 
another Commission “to locate and build a Penitentiary.” 
Under the, ¿direction of-this Commission the Prison was 
located on block 107. and fractional block 106, in'the city 
of: Portland—-then in Washington county, now in-Multno- 
mah—at a cost of about: die 000; idad under” Gov- -* 
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ernor Woods, sold by Commissioners for the sum of $6,000. 
At that time the prisoners were in the keeping of F. M. 
Arnold, of. Portland. The Comissioners let the contract

W: H. Warxinns, Sir: In pursuance of the provisions 
of the law'I have the honor to submit the following as my 
report of the sanitary .condition of the inmates of this 
institution for the two years ending September 1, 1874, and 
_ to make such suggestions in connection therewith as seem 
to my judgment to be required:

It gives me pleasure to state that there lias been less, or 
sickness since September, 1872, thin during any previous 
period of the same duration. At no time within the last 
two years has any disease prevailed epidemically, and 
there has been really a smaller proportion ot disease than 
usually occurs in communities of like numbers within the 
State. Considering that many of the inmates are brought 
here with the effects of former bad habits still upon them, 
their.general good health since coming here is worthy of 


remark. Unquestionably, the excellent quality of. food” | 


supplied to them, and the enforcement of regular habits 
of sleeping, bathing and exercise, account in large part for 
their comparative exemption from sickness. Ofthe dis: 
eases that, have appeared a large proportion have been of 
a chronic or constitutional nature. Nearly all cases of this 
character have yielded without great obstinacy to mild . 
treatment, and no prolonged. attacks of’ sickness have . 
occurred. These facts seem to justify the opinion

W. H. WarkiNDs, Sir: As Librarian- and teacher of 
the bible. class attached to this institution, I have the 
pleasure ‘of reporting: that, in many repects, we have rea- 
son'to be encouraged in the efforts that have been made 
for the moral and religious i improvement of the inmates of. 
the Penitentiary. i 


The library numbers over one thousand volumes in all, 
of which some seven hundred are good and readable 
works, the balance being school books, and such dupli- 
cates as are inevitabe in a collection like this, derived from 
such varied sources. History, biographies, and moral and 
religious books, comprise the variety of subjects compos- 
ing the volumes; and it will compare very favorably with 
any other library in the State. The value of good and 
, profitable reading, in directing the thoughts into purer 
and more healthful channels, cannot be overestimated. 
The books are eagerly sought, after, and the tedium of 
, confinement is not only mitigated by their perusal, but, 
as the use of the library is based upon- the good conduct 
of the prisoners, its influence is to render them more obe-: 
: dient to the rules of government, 


If the -easier management of the institution was the 
only object to be obtained, 1 has proved itself to be so 
. efficient in that direction that it ought to become an

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integral part of its government; .and, as essential toa proper 
administration, it should receive the support and ee

As you kindly desired me to give any suggestions that I 
might think proper, I will recommend a change of posi- ` 
tion for the library and more commodious shelving, enclos- 
ing the front of the book-case with sliding glass doors. 


The walls that separate the chapel from the wings 
might have, on each side, a range of shelving that would 
not interfere, and would add to the appearance of the 
room. - 

I would also suggest'a library fond to be created, 
either by appropriation of the State or a slight fee for 
admission of visitors to the prison. 


Many books and periodicals might. thus be farnished 
that would keep up the interest in the reading matter, as 


well as repair those in a damaged: condition. The-books 


contributed are generally second-hand, and ‘though valua- 
ble, yet more perishable of course; and the necessity -of 
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having some means of keeping the library well, preserved | 


must be apparent to all.

aware of the, condition and needs of the human heart; you: 
must know them intimately, the daily life, the sad, dark 
past and gloomy future, the flickering hope, the, cravings 
-of the'soul, and where the feelings have been made sore ' 
'ánd irritable by the circumstances of their“conviction it 
needs a-most careful and intelligent hand to probe the” 
wound, that unhealed tends only to death. To win the 
lite you must first win the heart; to win the heart von 
must first win the confidence; that given you have the key 
that unlocks all, whether for good or evil. 


Punishment that is not reformato: y in its effects is 
unworthy of a place in a Christian community, and ‘the. 
Penitentiary is untrue to its name if it does not-allow the 
truly penitent facilities of growth in all good principles, 
so that when again he is brought in contact with the 
adverse influences of the world he may be able to resist 
its temptations. In other States of the Union, where the 
instruction and moral care of those who have violated the 
laws of the land has been undertaken, the results have 
been extremely satisfactory. Experience, tested by facts 
and figures, reveals to all who may donbt: the success of 
such efforts in "behalf of humanity, that the triffing expense

W. H. WATKINDS, Sir: In submitting my ‘biennial 
report, as Chaplain of the prison, I have the honor to state 
that, as far as it has been consistent with my professional 
engagements, I have preached at the prison once on the 
Sabbath of each week. ( 


I have invited ministers from abroad, and of various - 
denominations, to ofliciate from time to time, and they 
have generally expressed themselves well pleased with 
the discipline and appointments of the institution. It is . 
to be regretted that a Chaplain has not more time to spend 
with the prisoners: alone, to hear their complaints, and ` 
manifest a more direct interest in thcir spiritual welfare. 
In order that this may be attended to, it seems that the 
Legislature should arrange for the appointment of an 
officer who would spend all his time at the prison, and if 
judiciously selected, might do much in assisting the 
wardens in maintaining góod order, at less expense than 
at present carried on. 


The public services of the Sabbath have elicited some 
interest from the outside; and many persons have visited 
the prison during the hour of divine setvice. 


Professor Crawford is entitled to much credit for his 
timely assistance on the Sabbath, in teaching the congre- 


gation to sing many of our devotional hymns, and, alto- 
y 


Re 


gether, the prisoners express themselves as gratified when 
ihe time for religious exercises arrives. The prisoners ` 
„are quite generally present at the hour for divine service, — 
and also attend the. exercises of Bible study, as conducted 
by Doctor E. R. Fiske. ` — 


In the present condition.of the prison building, with its 
massive walls and iron cells, there is little encouragement . 
for disobedience to' authority, but, so far as I have noticed, 
new convicts seem to accept the situation and soon leárn 
to submit to the regulations of the institution. ` 
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Quite a number have expressed themselves to 1 me as- 
earnest seekers for Divné guidance, and all give respectful 
attention to the preaching of the word. 


I would- suggest that the Chaplain be contulted as to 
the selection of books.which from time to time are added 
to the prison Library. There is a great deal of trash in 
the form of books which are not worthy to be read, and 
some of these are quite suggestive of crimes, by deserib- 
ing the heinousness of others, and how they escaped the 
penalty of law: 


If the.Legislature, in their wisdom, could make a small . ` 
appropriation, say one or two hundred dollars, it might-be 
judiciously expended in the purchase of such literature as

RELATING TO BEHAVIOR OF CONVICTS IN, 
THE PENITENTIARY. 
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Sgcrrow 19. That:the Warden of the Penitentiary shall 
note the conduct, obédience and industry of each and ev- 


ery convict in his charge, and at the end of each week he | 
shall report the same to the Superintendent. 


"Bee, 26, The Superintendent shall Keep’ a Merit Book, 
iii which hé shall ehtér the name of each convict, and the 
date of his or her-éntry into the Penitentiary. The term ` 
for which each convict'is sentenced shall be divided inito 
periods of six thonths each; oi a fraction thereot for the last 
period, ás the case may be. ` The Superintendent shall ob- 
serve and inform himself of the conduct of each convict, ` 
‘nnd if, in his opinion; sich conduct warrants it, he shall: ` 
eriter in the Merit Book a merit mark foi each month of 
such périods of time, or so many SE as such convier 
inay be entitled to.

lowed to such convict from the time of his dr her sentence,

If for the term of fifteen’ years, any person 
that has been sentenced to be imprisoned for life, is rei -
